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STAFF  AND  ORGANISATION 

The  School  Medical  Officer 's  duties  are  chiefly  with  administration 
and  the  co-ordination  of  the  work  with  that  of  the  Health  Department. 

The  Deputy  School  Medical  Offioer  carries  out  routine  and  other 
inspections  in  the  Schools,  conducts  the  daily  inspection  clinic,  examines 
the  boys  in  the  City  Grammar  School  and  the  King’s  School,  immunises 
children  against  diphtheria  and  examines  handicapped  children. 

The  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer  examines  the  girls  in  the 
City  High  School,  Queen’s  School  and  Dee  House  Ursuline  Convent, 
assists  in  the  work  of  the  inspection  clinic,  examines  the  older  girls  in 
the  schools,  examines  handicapped  children  and  assists  in  the  immun- 
isation against  diphtheria. 

Since  the  resignation  of  the  School  Dental  Surgeon  the  Deputy 
School  Med|ical  Officer  and  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer  have  given 
denial  anaesthetics  at  the  two  dental  extraction  sessions  per  week. 

The  Nurses  who  are  each  assigned  a district  in  the  City,  assist 
at  all  examinations  in  the  schools  and  at.  the  inspection  clinic,  and  follow 
up  all  defects  found  to  ensure  that  the  necessary  treatment  has  been 
received. 

There  are  26  schools  with  34  departments  in  the  City.. 

Tne  average  attendance  of  school  children  in  1949  was  5216 
(90  per  cent). 


GENERAL 

There  is  nothing  fresh  to  report  about  the  clinic  accommodation. 

A reeducation  in  the  attendances  at  the  inspection  clinic  has  been 
noted.  This  is  not  surprising  as  the  parents  are  taking  advantage  of 
the  new  Act  and  consulting  the  family  doctor. 

If  a visit  is  made  to  the  inspection  clinic  an,di  treatment  prescribed 
by  the  School  Medical  Staff  the  necessary  drugs  have  to  be  provided 
by  the  local  authority  or  the  parent.  If  a visit  is  made  to  the  family 
practitioner  then  the  necessary  treatment  can  be  obtained  through  the 
channels  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act. 

This  is  the  cause  of  the  reduction  in  numbers  at  the  daily  in- 
spection clinic.  Eventually  this  clinic  will  revert  to  its  original  use, 
namely,  the  treatment  of  the  very  minor  ailments.  The  position  with 
regard  to  children  handicapped  in  various  ways  is  disquieting. 

The  educationally  sub-normal  child  cannot  be  placed  and  there 
are  many  in  the  ordinary  classes  who  would  with  advantage  be  taught 
in  special  classes  in  the  primary  schools.  We  continue  to  receive  the 
support  and  co-operation  of  Head  Teachers  and  their  staffs. 


EDUCATION  ACT,  1944 

Our  schemes  for  specialist  treatment  have  continued  as  in  the 
past  with  the  co-operation  of  the  local  hospital  staffs. 


Co-ordination. 

The  Medical  Stall  of  t lie  Health  Department  is  also  the  School 
Medical  Staff  and  the  Health  Visitors  are  also  the  School  Nurses,  so 
that  there  is  complete  co-ordination  with  the  work  off  the  Health 
1 )epart  ment. 

School  Hygiene- 

Canteens  are  being'  built  lor  schools  but  many  of  the  City  Schools 
are  in  need  of  extensive  repairs  and  alterations  to  bring  them  up  to  a 
reasonable  standard. 

It  is  regretted  that  financial  stringency  has  once  more  postponed 
installation  of  hot  water  systems  in  certain  of  the  schools.  Until  this 
can  be  provided,  hygiene  cannot  be  practised. 

Provision  of  Meals  aryl  Milk.

Heart  Conditions. 

The  special  clinic  under  the  direction  of  Dr,  (1.  A.  Kiloh 
mentioned  in  last  year’s  report  has  continued  during  the  year  and  has 
been  of  great  assistance  in  the  assessment  of  heart  conditions  in  school 
children. 

Cleanliness. 

The  number  of  children  found  to  be  infested  was  388  compared 
with  454  in  1948.  This  increase  is  regretted  as  1948  showed  a slight 
reduction  as  compared  with  1947.  There  is  no  doubt  that  this  is  an 
index  of  the  unsat isbrclory  lintisrng  conditions  of  many  families. 
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Skin  Conditions. 

There  is  a decrease  in  the  number  of  skin  conditions  found  during 
the  year  in  the  course  of  routine  inspections  and  minor  ailment  clinics — 
the  gross  total  for  1949  being  715  compared  with  868  in  1948,  Much  of 
this  reduction  is  due  to  fewer  skin  conditions  found  at  the  minor  ail- 
ments clinic.  It  is  a fact,  however,  that  fewer  children  have  attended 
compared  with  1948  and  this  rather  gives  a false  impression  of  'he 
position.  During  routine  inspections  there  were  85  skin  conditions 
found  to  require  treatment,  compared  with  72  in  1948. 

Vision. 

The  special  session  for  school  children  has  continued  at  the 
Chester  Royal  Infirmary.  During  the  year  263  refractions  were  done 
and  spectacles  were  prescribed  for  204  children.  Only  153  spectacles 
were  obtained  by  the  end  of  the  year.  There  is  still  a considerable 
time-lag  in  the  provision  of  the  spectacles.  It  is  hoped  that  the  supply- 
position  will  improve  during  the  coming  year. 

Orthoptic  treatment  continues  to  be  of  great  benefit  to  the 
children  suffering  from  squint.  271  patients  attended  anil  1477  treat- 
ments given.  13  operations  for  squint  were  performed. 

Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Conditions. 

The  weekly  aural  clinic  for  school  children  at  the  Chester  Royal 
Infirmary  has  continued  during  the  year.  306  children  received  operative 
treatment  for  adenoids  and  chronic  tonsiiitis  at  the  City  Hospital.  In 
addition,  20  children  received  operative  treatment  for  other  conditions. 

The  arrangements  for  home  visiting  of  cases  for  tonsillectomy 
have  continued. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria. 

During  the  year  67  school  children  were  immunised  by  the 
medical  staff  and  1,023  had  re-inoculations.  It  is  estimated  that  ap- 
proximately 90  per  cent  of  school  children  are  immune. 

Speech  Therapy. 

During  the  year  the  work  has  been  greatly  aided  by  the  co- 
operation of  teachers,  Health  Department  and  in  the  majority  of  cases, 
of  the  parents.  Results  have  been  encouraging  and  the  parents  and 
pupils  appreciate  this  service.  It  has  been  increasingly  obvious  that 
this  service  will  have  to  expand  in  order  to  treat  those  cases  on  the 
waiting  list.  It  is  gratifying  to  state  that  this  expansion  may  become 
effective  during  the  ensuing  year.

Following  up  arrangements. 

All  cases  of  defect  are  followed  up  at  the  school  and  in  the  home, 
and  an  endeavour  made  to  convince  the  parent  in  untreated  cases  ol  the 
necessity  for  the  appropriate  treatment. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  were  less  prevalent  than  in  1938. 
There  were  76  cases  of  measles  and  37  cases  of  Whooping  Cough. 
Scarlet  Fever  cases  numbered  2L.  There  was  one  case  of  Diphtheria. 

Co-operation  of  Parents. 

The  number  of  parents  present  at  the  routine  examinations  was 
1,257,  representing  55  per  cent  of  the  children  examined.  This  figure 
compares  favourably  with  52  per  cent  in  1948.

REPORT  OF  THE  ORCANISER  OF  PHYSICAL  TRAININC 

FOR  THE  BOYS’  SCHOOLS 

l wish  lo  report  some  progress  in  almost  all  branches  of  Physical 
Kdueation  during-  the  year.  This  has,  of  course,  been  most  marked 
in  the  departments  which  have  the  necessary  facilities  indoor  to  practise 
the  wide  variety  of  activities  which  ought  to  he  included  in  a compre- 
hensive scheme  of  Physical  education  for  older  boys.  It  has  lxen  most 
encouraging  to  note  the  marked  development  in  the  physique  and  the 
improvement  in  the  carriage  of  the  boys  in  the  14-15  age  range  in 
those  schools  where  the  opportunities  for  regular  and  .progressive 
physical  training  exist. 

The  College  School  held  a gymnastic  competition  during-  the 
summer  term  and  the  standard  of  performance  reached  by  the  pupils 
in  the  third  and  fourth  years  in  the  vaulting  anil  agility  tests  was 
excellent. 

1'he  improvement  in  the  supply  and  in  the  quality  of  apparatus 
and  equipment  has  been  maintained  although  it  still  remains  difficult 
to  have  repairs  to  portable  apparatus  carried  out  without  some  inter- 
ference in  the  continuity  of  the  physical  training.  I must  mention  that 
in  some  departments  the  teachers  have  improvised  a gopd  deal  of 
equipment  which  is,  at  the  moment,  in  very  short  supply.  The  better 
>upply  of  small  medicine  balls  and  footballs  has  helped  to  improve  the 
standard  of  games  training  in  the  Primary  Schools. 

The  Instruction  in  Swimming  as  given  by  the  class  teachers, 
although  somewhat  varied,  has  been  satisfactory  despite  the  great 
difficulties  under  which  the  teachers  have  to  work.  There  have  been 
occasions  when,  in  addition  to  two  classes  of  children — one  being  from 
a school  outside  the  City — there  have  been  upwards  of  thirty  adults  in 
the  swimming  bath  at  the  same  time.  It  is  obvious  that  it  is  quite 
impossible  to  teach  ‘beginners'  under  such  conditions.  The  only  sol- 
ution to  this  problem  would  be  to  have  one  bath  reserved  exclusively 
for  school  children  during  school  hours  throughout  the  summer  term. 
Swimming  is,  perhaps,  the  most  popular  recreational  activity  and  it  is 
now  impossible  to  allow  jhe  schools  the  number  of  periods  at  the  baths 
which  they  would  like  to  have. 

An  interesting  and  successful  innovation  during  the  year  was  the 
Primary  Schools  Gala.  The  standard  of  swimming  achieved  by  Love 
Street  Secondary  Modern  School  at  the  ordinary  classes  and  at  the 
annual  school  gala  was  very  high  indeed. 


1 wish  to  acknowledge,  once  aga’n,  the  ready  co-operation  and 
help  1 have  had'  from  the  Baths  Superintendent  and  his  StafU. 

An  unfortunate  set-back  to  the  progress  of  the  Cames  Training 
occurred  at  the  beginning  of  the  Christinas  term,  when  as  a result  ol 
the  Military  Tattoo,  only  three  pitches  were  available  for  plav  on  the 
Roodee,  Some  temporary  alternative  pitches  were  found  but  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  all  the  pitches  on  the  Roodee  will  be  available  again  for 
the  1950  season.  The  standard  of  Association  Football  in  the  schools 
is  good.  Deserving-  special  mention  in  the  report  are  the  League  and 
Trophy  Competitions'  organised  bv  the  'enthusiastic  teachers  in  the 
Football  Section  of  the  Chester  and  District  School  Sports  Association. 
The  City  Schoolboys  tea, nr  did  very  well  indeed  in  both  the  local  and 
national  competitions  and  credit  is  due  to  the  teachers  who  gave,  and 
who  continue  to  give  so  generously  of  their  own  time  to  the  selection 
and  coaching-  of  the  hoys  and  to  the  organising  of  their  matches. 

More  lias  been  done  during  the  year  to  interest  the  pupils  in  the 
Primary  Schools  in  Athletics.  Training  in  the  basic  movement  of 
leaping,  throwing  and  running  has  been  a feature  of  the  recreative 
activities  and  some  really  good  results  have  been  obtained  both  as  re- 
gards style  and  standard  of  performance. 

In  the  two  Secondary  Modern  Schools  the  results  of  the  regular 
coaching,  progressive  training  and  ^practice  were  seen  at  the  Sports 
Days  held  on  the  Training-  College  Field  during  the  summer  term. 
In  the  field  events  particularly,  was  it  demonstrated,  what  can  be  ach- 
ieved bv  regular  practice  of  the  fundementa)  movements  during  the  year 
in  the  normal  physical  training  lessons.  The  annual  athletic  contest 
between  the  two  schools  produced  many  new  records  and  the  skill  of 
the  14-15  year  old  boys  in  the  throwing  anti  jumping  events  was  lirst- 
class, 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation 
1 have  had  from  the  Director  of  Fducation  and  his  Staff,  the  School 
Medical  Officer,  the  Head  Teachers  and  Staffs  of  the  Schools.  I am 
particularly  grateful  to  those  teachers  who  have  helped  in  the  experi- 
mental work  which  1 have  undertaken  during  the  year  with  the  students 
of  the  Training  College.
